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SUMMARY  AND  CONCLUSIONS 


This  survey  among  Pennsylvania  high  school  students  was  designed 
to  yield  baseline  information  on  a number  of  topical  questions. 


In  the  important  area  of  home  and  family  life  the  basic  details 
of  student  environment  are  those  generally  regarded  as  con- 
ducive to  health  and  good  adjustment.  The  great  majority  live 
with  both  parents,  and  most  have  few  siblings  living  at  home 
with  them  so  that  a measure  of  privacy  is  possible.  Parent- 
child  interactions  are  quite  common  over  a broad  range  of  mutual 
activities  both  inside  and  outside  the  home,  from  eating  break- 
fast together  to  attendance  of  religious  services.  The  salience 
of  family  is  also  evidenced  by  the  majority  who  feel  that  their 
parents  give  them  good  advice  on  personal  problems. 


Questions  directly  aimed  at  measuring  the  "generation  gap" 
resulted  in  fairly  consistent  reported  agreement  between  these 
adolescents  and  their  parents.  Furthermore,  there  was  greatest 
agreement  for  many  on  issues  most  likely  to  have  direct  effects 
on  student  health,  safety  and  welfare,  such  as  smoking  marijuana 
and  the  importance  of  college.  Less  agreement  was  found,  though 
still  substantial,  on  some  less  crucial,  more  traditional  areas 
of  adolescent  concern.  These  students  are  not  rejecting  their 
parents'  company  or  their  values  in  great  numbers,  and  super- 
ficially at  least  they  seem  to  be  enjoying  rapport  with  them. 
However  students  differing  from  perceived  parental  point  of 
view  may  be  strong  in  influence  though  limited  in  number,  and 
on  every  issue  a small  but  not  necessarily  powerless  minority 
reported  extreme  divergence  from  the  feelings  they  ascribe  to 
thei r parents . 


The  students  also  seem  fairly  well  satisfied  with  high  school 
as  an  institution  and  with  their  schools  in  particular. 
Education  is  seen  as  necessary  for  future  work,  but  for  the 
most  part  worthwhile  even  if  it  does  not  lead  to  occupational 
success.  There  are  some  conflicts,  however.  For  example,  a 
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frustating  feature  to  most  is  lack  of  control  or  indeed  of  any 
voice  at  all  in  running  their  schools.  Wnen  grievances  do 
arise  in  the  context  of  school -s tuccn t relationships,  active 
protests  are  viewed  by  only  a few  as  the  preferable  mode  for 
corrective  action. 


The  future  plans  of  our  sample  involve  college  for  the  majority 
which  probably  reflects  unrealistic  expectations  on  the  part  of 
some.  Expected  first-job  starting  salaries  after  education  is 
completed,  however,  are  quite  conservative  rather  than 
exaggerated.  And  the  characteristi cs  most  often  said  to  be  of 
primary  importance  on  that  first  job  are  interest  and  challenge, 
indicating  that  the  apathy  and  hostility  with  which  students 
are  often  said  to  view  the  world  of  work  may  be  less  extensive 
than  supposed. 


Attitudes  toward  governmental  practices,  policies,  and  officials 
at  both  the  federal  and  state  levels  are  generally  positive. 
Viewpoints  on  foreign  affairs  tend  to  be  rather  more  conserva- 
tive than  might  have  been  predicted.  Domestically,  substantial 
numbers  think  that  more  should  be  spent  at  all  levels  of  anti- 
poverty efforts. 


The  State  of  Pennsylvania  is  favorably  rated  on  most  dimensions, 
and  generally  it  fares  equally  well  or  better  than  the  federal 
government  on  comparable  issues.  Pennsylvania  also  is  seen  as 
a modern,  progressive  state  and  a good  place  in  which  to  grow 
up  and  work  with  opportunity  to  enjoy  good  recreational 
facilities.  Somewhat  less  positive  are  evaluations  of  its 
efforts  in  welfare,  education,  and  opportunities  for  Negroes 
especially  in  housing. 


A very  high  proportion  of  the  students  demonstrated  some  civic 
knowledge  by  correctly  identifying  Governor  Shafer.  Many  fewer 
however  recognized  Junior  Senator  Schweiker  and  still  fewer 
identified  Senior  Senator  Scott. 


All  the  areas  of  questioning  then  lead  to  a picture  of  these 
students  as  a rather  moderate  group,  traditional  and  orthodox 


in  the  values  they  hold,  their  orientation  toward  employment  and 
finances,  and  their  expectations  for  the  future. 


Consideration  of  certain  group  differences,  however,  show  these 
conclusions  to  be  oversimplifications  and  perhaps  somewhat  mis- 
leading. For  in  most  question  areas,  boys,  seniors  and  Negroes 
tend  to  see  things  differently  from  girls,  sophomores,  and 
whites.  And  since  the  impact  of  the  former  groups  is  likely  to 
be  relatively  great,  the  disparities  may  be  crucial.  These 
students  tend  to  agree  less  with  their  parents  and  to  look  with 
less  enthusiasm  on  various  aspects  of  society  and  their  own 
1 i ves . 


It  is  perhaps  easy  to  reconcile  the  sex  differences  by  consider- 
ing differential  sex  role  development  encouraged  by  our  more 
restrictive  rearing  patterns  for  girls.  And  the  decline  in 
orthodoxy,  satisfaction  and  to  some  extent  optimism  with  year  in 
high  school  may  simply  reflect  the  normal  shift  away  from  home 
and  family  which  every  adolescent  must  experience.  However,  the 
more  extensive  changes  remind  us  that  we  may  also  be  anticipating 
the  "generation  gap"  in  this  study,  and  that  noticeable  breaks 
may  not  appear  until  the  college  years.  Indeed  many  of  the 
issues  most  clearly  dividing  seniors  from  sophomores,  such  as 
marijuana  and  premarital  sex,  are  most  controvers i a 1 and  per- 
tinent to  the  "gap"  as  typically  discussed  in  a college  context. 


Disparities  between  the  answers  of  whites  and  Negroes  are  even 
more  potentially  critical  and  disturbing.  Attitudes  toward 
American  institutions  and  perceived  parent-child  value  dis- 
crepancies indicate  that  black  students  are  far  less  pleased 
than  whites  with  many  aspects  of  society  as  they  have  so  far 
encountered  them.  Given  the  relative  disaffection  of  young 
Negroes  it  is  encouraging  that  their  level  of  fundamental 
optimism  for  future  prospects  seem  as  high  as  that  of  their 
white  counterparts,  at  least  in  terms  of  education  and  employ- 
ment. This  optimism,  however,  is  not  generally  character i st i c 
of  those  who  live  in  all  Negro  neighborhoods. 
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It  should  also  be  pointed  out  that  youths  who  have  dropped  out 
of  school  are  not  represented  here  at  all.  And  in  the  long  run 
the  feelings  of  a disaffected  few  whose  grievances  or  reactions 
to  the  grievances  of  others  isolate  them  from  the  mainstream 
may  be  of  more  consequence  than  the  current  contentment  of  the 
major i ty . 
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QUESTIONNAIRE 


INTRODUCTION 


The  term  adolescence  refers  to  the  transition  period  between 
childhood  and  maturity  in  which  significant  physical,  intel- 
lectual and  social  development  takes  place.  These  changes  are 
not  ephemera]  --  the  repercussions  of  the  adolescent  experience 
are  manifested  throughout  the  adult  life  span. 


Despite,  indeed  partly  because  of,  the  impact  of  these  transi- 
tional years,  it  is  virtually  impossible  for  adults  to  go  back 
in  time  and  remember  accurately  how  it  was  to  think,  feel  and 
act  as  an  adolescent.  Yet  partly  because  of  the  universality 
of  the  experience,  and  partly  because  of  the  importance  of 
youth  to  nearly  every  society,  adult  opinions,  observations  and 
predictions  about  young  people  have  proliferated  through  the 
years . 


Unfortunately  few  of  these  remarks  have  been  based  on  any  kina 
of  data,  and  fewer  still  on  well  designed  large  scale  researcn 
studies.  Yet  if  the  current  worrisome  questions  about  con- 
temporary youth  are  to  be  reliably  answered,  there  would  seem 
to  be  few  alternatives  to  asking  the  adolescents  themselves. 


This  is  the  approach  adopted  by  the  Governor's  Council  for 
Human  Services  in  attempting  to  define  the  important  attitudes 
and  opinions  of  Pennsylvania  high  school  students.  The  present 
study  represents  partial  fulfillment  of  the  Council's 
responsibility  in  preparing  for  the  1970  White  House  Conference 
on  Children  and  Youth.  The  study  was  designed  to  provide 
information  in  five  basic  areas  for  i ncorpora t i on  in  the 
Commonwealth's  report.  These  areas  are  home  and  family  life 
including  parent-child  interactions,  perceived  similarities  to 
parental  values,  opinions  about  high  school,  employment,  finances 
and  expectations  for  the  future,  and  attitudes  towards  country 
and  state  including  governmental  practices  and  policies. 


Perhaps  the  most  interesting  and  frequently  asked  questions 
about  youth  are  concerned  with  tne  so-called  "generation  gap". 
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How  widespread  is  it,  and  how  deep  are  the  conflicts?  Are 
today's  adolescents  really  different  from  their  predecessors? 
It  is  difficult  to  answer  these  questions  for  the  present 
generation  because  of  the  lack  of  previous  reliable  documenta- 
tion. 


It  is  the  purpose  of  this  study  to  correct  this  omission  for 
future  generations,  as  well  as  to  provide  us  immediately  with 
a better  understanding  of  today's  teenagers  in  the 
Commonwea 1 th . 


SAMPLING  PROCEDURES 


The  design  for  this  study  employed  a stratified  multi-stage 
cluster  probability  sample.  The  sample  was  stratified  into  six 
common  geographic  regions  designated  by  the  state.  I r.  addition 
the  sample  was  stratified  within  regions  by  public  o.'.d  Catholic 
schools  and  the  Catholic  stratum  was  further  divided  into  male, 
female,  and  co-ed  strata.  Within  these  strata  the  first  stage 
of  sampling  was  the  selection  of  a particular  school  and  the 
second  stage  the  selection  of  classes  within  the  selected  school. 


Random  selection  of  schools  and  classes  was  accomplished  through 
several  steps,  the  first  of  which  was  preparation  of  a list  of 
schools  for  each  region.  The  schools  were  then  listed  alpha- 
betically by  county  and  the  counties  were  ordered  by  numbering 
them  in  serpentine  fashion  within  the  region  to  insure  proper 
distribution  of  schools  throughout  the  Commonwealth. 


From  each  region  6 public  and  3 Catholic  senior  high  schools 
were  selected.  These  schools  were  selected  with  probability 
proportional  to  their  enrollments.  Enrollment  figures  were 
obtained  f rom  either  the  Education  Directory  1 9 6 7 ~ 6 8 or  by  direct 
contact  with  the  schools.  Enrollment  figures  for  the  Catholic 
schools  were  obtained  from  the  Education  Office  of  the  Arch- 
dioceses. The  selection  of  the  schools  was  made  systematically 
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from  a random  start  from  a cumulative  list  of  enrollments.  At 
the  same  time  as  the  schools  were  selected,  grade  in  school  - 
Sophomore,  junior,  or  senior  - was  also  assigned  on  a systema- 
t i c random  basis. 


Each  of  the  schools  selected  was  then  contacted  and  requested 
to  supply  a complete  list  of  classes  for  a "required"  course. 

A required  course  was  defined  as  one  in  which  all  students  in 
the  grade  selected  would  be  enrolled.  From  this  list,  again  on 
a systematic  basis  from  a random  start,  two  classes  were  selected 
for  each  of  the  public  schools  and  one  class  for  each  of  the 
Catholic  schools  with  probability  proportional  to  size.  Since 
all  students  in  a particular  grade  would  be  in  one  of  these 
classes,  all  had  a chance  of  being  included  in  the  sample. 


The  design  of  the  sample  called  for  the  selection  of  an  equal 
number  of  schools  from  each  of  the  common  regions.  Since  the 
population  density,  and  therefore  the  number  of  students  in  each 
region,  varies,  the  sample  was  over-  resented  in  some  regions 
and  under-represented  in  others.  Since,  the  sample  design  had  3 
Catholic  schools  selected  per  region  b,c  Catholic  school  students 
also  tended  to  be  over-represented  in  the  sample. 


The  usual  procedure  for  correcting  inbaiances  of  this  nature  Is 
one  involving  statistical  weighting.  Through  replication  of 
responses  in  areas  that  are  under-represented  in  the  sample, 
response  totals  can  be  brought  into  balance.  The  result  of  this 
replication,  of  course,  is  that  the  sample  size  indicated  in  the 
table  totals  increases. 


The  criterion  used  to  determine  if  a weighting  factor  should  be 
used  was  whether  a particular  group  of  students  was  under-  or 
over-represented  by  more  than  10%  as  determined  by  inspection  of 
the  most  appropriate  population  figures.  Four  items  were 
checked  - sex,  grade,  region  and  public  vs.  Catholic  school 
enrollment.  Only  the  last  two  of  these  were  deemed  sufficiently 
unbalanced  to  require  weighting. 
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THE  SAMPLE 


Tables  1 through  8 in  Section  2 demonstrate  the  results  of  our 
sampling  and  weighting  procedures.  In  general  the  correspond- 
ence to  population  figures  is  very  high  for  those  variables 
for  which  appropriately  specific  population  data  are  available. 


The  study  yielded  a total  of  2,382  questionnaires  completed 
by  students  in  5^  high  schools  across  the  state.  The 
ques t i onna i res , which  were  se 1 f -admi n i s tered , were  distributed 
by  volunteer  workers.  These  volunteers  were  recruited  by  the 
Governor's  Council  for  Human  Services  and  trained  by  the 
Institute  for  Survey  Research  on  the  questionnaire  and  in  the 
standardized  procedures  to  be  followed  in  admini strat ion. 


The  questions  required  approximately  one  class  period  for  com- 
pletion and  collection.  Students  were,  of  course,  guaranteed 
anonymity  and  no  names  or  other  personally  identifying  infor- 
mation was  taken. 


II.  FAMILY  LIFE 


Among  the  various  influences  affecting  human  development,  that  of. 
the  family  is  thought  to  be  outstanding  and  profound.  The  home 
can  have  special  significance  during  adolescence,  ranging  in 
function  from  a comfortable  environment  for  retreat  when  the  out- 
side world  proves  overwhelming,  to  a source  of  educational  and 
recreational  activities.  Accordingly,  this  survey  attempted  to 
assess  some  relevant  aspects  of  the  home  environment  and  degree 
of  parent-child  participation  in  a number  of  selected  activities. 
This  latter  area  of  questioning  has  another  function  - it  can 
serve  indirectly  to  point  up  the  existence  and  the  extent  of  the 
so-called  "generation  gap"  since  students  in  earnest  rebellion 
against  their  elders  might  be  expected  to  abstain  where  possible 
from  such  mutual  endeavors. 


The  basic  details  of  home  environment  for  our  sample  are  those 
generally  regarded  as  conducive  to  health  and  good  adjustment. 

For  example,  87%  of  the  students  live  with  both  parents,  while  the 
majority  of  the  remainder  live  with  their  mothers.  Virtually 
none  report  living  alone  (Table  7). 


Fifty  per  cent  of  our  students  come  from  relatively  small  or 
average  s j ze  families,  having  only  1 or  2 brothers  or  sisters 
now  living  at  home  (Table  9).  And  a substantial  majority  (62%) 
report  that  they  do  not  have  to  share  a bedroom  with  anyone.  Of 
those  who  do  share  bedrooms,  very  few  (8%)  share  with  more  than 
one  person  (Table  10). 


Breakfast  habits  are  also  generally  good  with  three  of  four 
students  reporting  that  they  eat  a morning  meal.  An  ample 
number  of  these  students  eat  with  other  family  members,  so  that 
breakfast  in  itself  is  a family  event  for  many. 


With  regard  to  family  activities  outside  the  home,  some  were  much 
more  frequent  than  others  during  the  specified  preceding  one- 
month  period  (Tables  11-19).  Camping,  for  example,  was

relatively  uncommon  (4%),  perhaps  because  of  the  season  in  which 
the  survey  was  taken.  However,  attendance  at  religious  services 
with  parents  was  reported  by  59%  of  the  students,  and  half  of  them 
had  accompanied  their  parents  to  restaurants. 


Recreational  activities  were  shared  less  often,  ranging  from  12% 
who  had  been  to  parks  or  museums  with  parents  to  21%  who  had 
gone  to  parties  with  them.  Frequency  of  television  viewing  among 
our  students  is  high  - although  it  is  probably  lower  for  them  now 
than  it  was  during  childhood  and  than  i t wi 1 1 be  in  the  future 
because  of  the  busy  schedules  most  adolescents  keep.  At  any  rate 
TV  viewing  is  a very  popular,  if  passive,  family  activity  with 
92%  of  students  and  their  parents  participating  (Table  20). 


In  the  absence  of  good  previous  data  on  similar  populations  it  is 
impossible  to  evaluate  the  relative  closeness  of  parent-child 
relationships  as  reflected  by  these  findings.  All  we  can  say  is 
that  students  in  our  sample  at  least,  are  not  rejecting  their 
parents'  company  in  any  great  numbers. 


Another  measure  of  the  salience  of  family  in  the  adolescence  life- 
space  is  the  degree  of  confidence  expressed  in  advice  from  parents, 
and  to  a lesser  extent  from  siblings  (Tables  21-28).  It  is 
notable  therefore  that  a majority  of  the  present  sample  (58%)  feel 
that  their  parents  give  them  good  advice  on  social  and  personal 
prob lems , . and  that  21%  get  good  guidance  from  brothers  and  sisters. 
This  is  not  to  discount  peer  group  influences  which  are  always 
evident.  In  fact,  friends  are  regarded  almost  as  often  as  parents 
as  sources  of  good  counsel. 


One  matter  of  concern  here  might  be  that  only  9%  of  our  sample 
look  to  school  personnel  including  teachers  and  counselors  as 
givers  of  good  advice. 


Also,  only  2%  evidently  perceive  clergy  in  the  role  of  personal 
advisor.  This,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  more  than  95%  declare 
membership  in  one  of  the  three  major  faiths,  and  that  about  half 
attend  religious  services  once  a week. 
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GROUP  DIFFERENCES 


In  general,  differences  among  groups  of  students  with  respect  to 
these  family  life  variables  are  less  extensive  than  differences 
attributable  to  the  variables  themselves.  For  example,  the 
number  of  boys  who  feel  that  parents  give  good  advice  is  close  to 
the  number  of  girls  who  think  so,  and  both  sexes  are  far  less 
likely  to  think  that  school  personnel  as  compared  to  parents  are 
sources  of  good  advice.  Nevertheless,  some  significant  differences 
do  exist  which  should  be  discussed  briefly. 


Girls,  for  example,  are  somewhat  more  likely  than  boys  to  think 
they  get  good  advice  from  parents,  friends  and  siblings  while 
boys  are  more  likely  to  say  they  don't  get  good  advice  from  anyone. 
This  is  one  possible  indication  that  student  disaffection  insofar 
as  it  exists  is  stronger  among  boys  than  girls.  Indeed,  except, 
for  camping  and  sports  events,  girls  participate  to  a somewhat 
greater  degree  in  all  the  selected  family  activities.  As  in 
previous  generations,  sex  role  development  binds  the  female  child 
more  closely  to  the  home. 


Also,  more  girls  (73%)  than  boys  (61%)  are  convinced  of  the 
utility  of  their  religious  beliefs  in  solving  everyday  problems 
of  living,  and  their  religious  attendance  is  similarly  slightly 
greater  (Table  29) . 


It  is  generally  assumed  that  as  adolescents  advance  in  age  and 
development,  family  influences  on  their  lives  decline  while 
external  influences  increase.  There  is  some  evidence  here  of 
this  kind  of  progression  from  the  10th  through  the  12th  grades. 

For  one  thing  perceptions  of  parents  as  dispensers  of  sound  advice 
become  less  frequent  (Tables  3 0 - 3 7 ) • As  for  siblings,  by  the  12th 
grade  only  18%  regard  them  as  giving  good  counsel,  down  from  25% 
in  the  10th  grade.  Even  friends  decline  somewhat  in  status  as 
advisors.  And  although  twice  as  many  in  the  12th  grade  as  in  the 
10th  grade  regard  school  personnel  as  giving  good  advice,  a 
similar  increase  takes  place  in  the  number  who  say  they  get  good 
advice  from  no  one  - showing  that  older  students  (especially  males) 
are  somewhat  less  trusting  than  they  have  been.

All  activities  shared  with  the  family  show  some  decrease  from 
sophomore  to  senior  year,  even  eating  breakfast  with  other  family 
members  (Tables  38-52) . The  largest  and  perhaps  most  significant 
decline  is  in  incidence  of  mutual  attendance  at  religious  services 
during  the  preceding  month,  wh i ch  drops  from  63%  in  the  junior 
year  to  50%  in  the  senior  year.  Parallel  to  this  decline,  there 
is  a drop  in  the  number  who  find  religious  beliefs  helpful  in 
solving  life's  problems.  There  is  also  a gradual  shift  away  from 
very  frequent  religious  attendance  as  students  progress  through 
school,  and  more  seniors  than  sophomores  report  that  they  never  or 
almost  never  attend  religious  services. 


An  interesting  overall  tendency  exists  for  sophomores  and  juniors 
to  be  much  alike  in  attitude  on  a number  of  these  variables  - with 
seniors  constituting  a group  apart.  The  impending  responsibilities 
and  anticipations  of  the  seniors,  as  well  as  their  status  as 
upperclassmen,  may  serve  to  alter  their  perspectives  on  many 
institutions,  including  the  family. 


Racial  differences  in  this  area  are  for  the  most  part  negligiole; 
Negroes  are  somewhat  more  likely  than  whites  to  report  infrequent 
church  attendance,  more  likely  to  do  some  things  with  parents 
(e.g.,  parks  or  museums)  and  less  likely  to  be  involved  with 
others  (e.g.,  eating  in  restaurants).  (Tables  53,  5^)-  A few 
differences  are  larger  - Negroes,  for  example,  report  more  siblings 
at  home  and,  of  course,  are  therefore  somewhat  more  likely  to 
share  bedrooms  (Tables  55,  56). 


Black  students  are  also  somewhat  less  likely  than  whites  to  rate 
either  friends  or  parents  as  good  advisors  and  more  likely  to 
expect  help  from  other  adults  or  from  no  one  at  all. 


It  is  interesting  that  many  of  these  differences  are  greater 
among  those  who  say  they  live  in  all  Negro  or  almost  all  Negro 
neighborhoods  than  among  those  who  live  in  communities  which  are 
perceived  as  racially  mixed  or  white  (Tables  57“6^) . 
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Other  group  differences  of  passing  interest  are  a few  minor  ones 
pertaining  to  course  of  study.  In  general,  academic  and  com- 
mercial students  are  more  likely  than  those  in  other  courses  to 
participate  in  activities  with  their  parents,  and  to  think  of 
their  parents  as  good  advisors.  Further,  students  in  these 
courses  are  more  often  religious  in  terms  of  attending  services 
and  of  using  their  faiths  to  help  solve  personal  problems. 


Differences  among  religious  groups  are  of  less  interest.  The 
greatest  divergencies  here  are  in  religious  attendance  itself  - 
Catholics  are  by  far  the  most  frequent  service-goers,  followed 
by  Protestants  and  then  Jews. 
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THE  GENERATION  GAP 


Today's  adolescents  are  observably  different  from  those  of 
yesterday,  just  as  yesterday's  generation  was  different  from  its 
predecessor.  But  never  have  the  reported  divergencies  seemed  so 
large,  the  issues  involved  so  crucial,  or  the  barriers  to 
communication  so  insuperable. 


Perhaps  the  most  critical  aspect  of  this  endlessly  discussed  but 
poorly  documented  "generation  gap"  is  the  degree  of  conflict 
between  parent  and  child  on  issues  regarded  by  many  American 
adults  as  fundamental  and  not  subject  to  debate.  Also  of  con- 
sequence are  differences  or  similarities  in  attitudes  toward 
more  traditional  teenage  concerns. 


Unfortunately,  there  is  little  even  partially  adequate  data  on 
which  to  draw  conclusions  about  the  nature  and  extent  of  these 
reported  differences.  It  has  by  no  means  been  demonstrated  that 
the  attitudes  or  behaviors  involved  are  universal;  or  even  wide- 
spread, although  this  has  been  frequently  alleged  or  implied. 

The  focus  in  this  section,  therefore,  is  on  the  number  and  size 
of  differences  in  viewpoints  between  parent  and  student  on  a 
variety  of  issues,  as  perceived  by  the  student  himself. 


The  most  striking  feature  of  the  results  of  questioning  on  the 
various  subjects  selected  here  is  the  consistency  of  the  findings 
That  is,  on  every  question,  vital  issue  or  traditional  teenage 
concern,  at  least  about  half  of  the  students  declared  basic 
agreement  with  the  perceived  points  of  views  of  their  parents 
(Tables  65-79) . 


Further,  most  agreement  is  found  on  issues  involving  the  health, 
safety  and  future  welfare  of  the  student.  For  example,  "A 
college  education"  is  agreed  upon  between  students  and  parents  - 
71%  feel  exactly  the  same  or  much  the  same  as  they  perceive  their 
parents  to  feel.  And  77%  of  student  views  on  smoking  marijuana 
are  reported  to  agree  with  their  parents  - 69%  say  they  feel 
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exactly  the  same  as  their  parents.  However,  it  is  perhaps  most 
important  to  point  out  that  15%  of  the  students  do  not  feel  at 
all  the  same  as  their  parents  do  about  marijuana.  Eighty-four 
per  cent  of  the  students  are  either  in  complete  agreement  or 
complete  disagreement  with  parents  - there  would  seem  to  be 
very  few  compromises  on  this  issue. 


On  only  three  issues  were  there  more  students  who  felt  "not  at 
all  the  same"  than  students  who  felt  "exactly  the  same"  as  their 
parents.  These  questions  involved  parental  reactions  to  "the 
way  you  spend  your  money",  "your  homework"  and  "the  way  you  wear 
your  hair".  Although  each  of  these  has  societal  significance  - 
for  example  the  length  of  boys'  hair  is  in  itself  regarded  as  a 
breach  of  the  social  contract  by  some  - these  are  relatively 
superficial  areas  and  have  been  disputed  by  parents  and  children 
over  many  generations. 

Still  other  attitudes  tend  to  polarize  student-parent  relation- 
ships. The  topic  of  cigarette  smoking  for  example  is  agreed  upon 
by  a large  group  of  students  and  their  parents  - and  yet  a 
considerable  minority  (21%)  also  report  complete  disagreement. 

It  may  be  that  conflict  here  is  partly  a function  of  parent  as 
well  as  pee r usage . 


Attitudes  toward  two  other  institutions  about  which  youth  are 
supposedly  concerned  were  also  measured  as  indirect  evidence  for 
or  against  the  "generation  gap".  In  response  to  questioning 
concerning  the  integrity  of  businessmen,  61%  of  our  sample 
responded  that  most  were  honest  and  responsible.  However, 
hostility  was  shown  by  a sizable  minority  - about  one  in  three 
think  that  few  or  almost  no  businessmen  deserve  those  adjectives. 
The  aversion  of  youth  to  business  has  often  been  quoted,  although 
it  has  not  always  been  clear  whether  the  findings  resulted  from 
hostility  or  contempt,  or  simply  from  i nte res t- i nduced  pre- 
ferences for  other  occupations  and  activities  (Table  80) . 

Students  were  also  asked  to  choose  terms  describing  the 
character! st i cs  and  status  of  the  police.  The  terms  "fair", 

"good  for  the  community"  and  "courteous"  were  judged  applicable 
far  more  often  than  any  unfavorable  descriptions.  Since  the 


students  were  asked  to  choose  as  many  terms  as  were  applicable, 
this  generally  positive  picture  is  mitigated  by  the  fact  that 
none  of  the  terms  was  selected  by  as  many  as  50%  of  the  sample 
(Tab  1 es  81-86) . 


GROUP  DIFFERENCES 


Group  differences  are  prevalent  here  and  of  considerable  interest. 
First,  when  the  data  are  examined  separately  for  boys  and  for 
girls,  it  is  apparent  that  girls  are  generally  more  in  agreement 
with  parental  ideas.  Especially  large  differences  occur  where 
they  might  be  expected.  For  example,  parents  are  probably  less 
upset  about  the  current  hairstyles  affected  by  their  daughters 
than  those  worn  by  their  sons.  Other  items  showing  large  boy-girl 
differences  often  seem  to  reflect  the  more  conservative  moral 
posture  traditionally  held  by  girls.  On  the  issue  of  premarital 
sex,  for  example,  72%  of  the  girls  report  basic  agreement  with 
their  parents,  while  50%  of  the  boys  agree.  Alcohol  also  shows  a 
12  point  disparity.  Marijuana,  a very  controversial  topic  indeed, 
elicits  similarly  more  agreement  with  parents  from  girls  (82%) 
than  it  does  from  boys  (73%).  Boys  are  much  more  likely  than 
girls  to  disagree  completely  with  their  parents,  especially  over 
these  currently  controversial  questions  (Tables  87,  88,  89). 


Interestingly,  the  two  items  on  which  the  girls  are  more  in  con- 
flict with  their  parents  than  are  boys  have  to  do  with  discipline, 
and  with  college.  Girls  are  usually  restricted  more  than  boys  in 
their  movements  and  activities,  and  might  be  expected  to  feel  the 
pressures  of  family  rules  and  regulations  more  often.  Regarding  « 
college,  the  probability  is  that  only  a minority  of  boys  in  our 
predominantly  white  and  presumably  middle-class  group  have  con- 
flicts here  - the  rest  have  internalized  the  view  that  college  is 
a must  and  probably  have  assumed  so  for  years. 


Grade  in  school  is  also  a factor  to  be  considered  since  there  is 
some  tendency  for  students  to  become  more  alienated  from  their 
parents'  viewpoint  as  they  go  through  high  school.  Two  of  the  most 
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dramatic  downward  shifts  in  agreement  take  place  on  two  of  the 
most  controversial  issues  - marijuana  and  premarital  sex  (Tables 
90,  91).  The  percentage  feeling  not  at  all  the  same  as  their 
parents  about  marijuana  increases  from  11%  of  sophomores  to  1 8% 
of  seniors.  For  premarital  sex,  the  corresponding  increase  is 
from  13%  to  2*+%. 


All  but  two  of  the  issues  exhibit  some  decrease  in  parent-student 
agreement  from  the  10th  to  the  12th  grade.  It  is  the  seniors,  of 
course,  who  will  be  in  college  soon  - the  group  most  likely  to  be 
similar  to  and  affected  by  the  actions  and  expressions  of  current 
college  students.  And  since  the  "generation  gap"  has  most  often 
been  proclaimed  in  college  rather  than  in  high  school  contexts, 
these  data  may  represent  a harbinger  of  schisms  yet  to  come. 


More  extensive  and  more  significant  socially  than  either  sex  or 
school  class  differences  are  those  found  between  white  and  Negro 
students.  Tables  92-106  show  that  on  every  subject  young  Negroes 
are  less  in  agreement  with  their  parents  than  are  whites.  The 
black  students  are  less  likely  to  agree  exactly  with  their 
parents  and  more  likely  to  report  extreme  divergence. 


The  greatest  racial  differences  in  parent-student  agreement  occur 
on  the  subjects  of  living  in  the  neighborhood,  choice  of  friends, 
spending  of  money,  marijuana,  and  sex.  These  are  critical  issues; 
since  each  has  implications  for  the  future,  as  well  as  consequences 
for  everyday  life. 


Somewhat  smaller  disparities  exist  on  other  topics  such  as 
discipline  and  clothing,  and  on  relatively  abstract  subjects  such 
as  Vietnam  policy  and  religion  the  differences  are  quite  small. 


One  plausible  interpretation  of  these  racial  differences  is  that 
white  and  Negro  parents  are  much  the  same  in  their  views,  and 
that  Negro  youth  is  farther  away  than  white  youth  from  these 
presumably  orthodox  opinions.  Certainly  young  blacks  have 
generally  been  pictured  as  angrier,  and  more  radical  in  thought 
and  deed  than  their  white  counterparts. 


Looking  at  the  generation  gap  in  another  context,  whites  and 
blacks  are  also  different  in  the  way  businessmen  are  regarded 
(Table  1 0 7 ) • Fifty-six  per  cent  of  the  Negroes  think  none  or 
few  businessmen  are  honest  and  responsible,  and  among  those  in 
all  Negro  neighborhoods,  the  figures  are  even  higher.  Only  one- 
third  of  the  white  students  share  this  view. 

Police  are  likewise  seen  differently  by  whites  and  Negroes, 
although  relatively  few  of  both  races  (17%  of  whites  and  12%  of 
Negroes)  think  they  are  unnecessary  (Table  108).  For  example, 

2^%  of  the  Negroes  see  police  as  cruel  and  brutal  compared  to 

of  the  white  students  and  fewer  Negroes  see  them  as  fair  (Tables 
109,  110).  They  are  also  seen  as  less  courteous  and  less  good 
for  the  community  by  the  Negroes  - a much  less  favorable  picture. 
Further,  if  only  students  who  live  in  ail  Negro  neighborhoods  are 
considered,  fully  39%  think  the  police  are  cruel  and  brutal  - 
although  no  one  here  thinks  them  unnecessary  and  one-thiro  still 
cons i de r them  fair. 


Whether  the  limited  "generation  gap"  demonstrated  here  is  greater 
or  less  than  it  has  been  for  whites  or  Negroes  is  unanswerable  in 
the  absence  of  previous  data,  and  discussion  of  differences  should 
not  overshadow  the  evidence  produced  here  for  fairly  substantial 
parent-child  agreement  over  a wide  variety  of  controversial  and 
traditional  issues.  However,  these  differences  exist,  they  seem 
meaningful  and  they  seem  unlikely  to  go  away  by  themselves. 
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IV.  ATTITUDES  AND  OPINIONS  ABOUT  HIGH  SCHOOL 


The  high  school  can  play  an  important  role  in  molding  adolescent 
self-concepts  and  ideas  about  the  future.  in  many  ways  the  school 
is  in  a better  position  to  influence  the  lives  of  its  students 
than  is  the  home,  since  it  reaches  and  can  exert  influence  on  the 
peer  group.  Ideally  it  helps  the  student  develop  independence 
from  his  family,  test  his  social  values,  and  gain  the  fundamental 
knowledge,  work  habits  (and  diploma)  which  he  will  find 
indispensable  in  the  future. 


In  this  section,  it  is  attempted  to  document  students'  attitudes 
and  feelings  about  the  goals  of  high  school  education  and  its 
relevance  for  their  futures.  In  addition  to  questions  on  school 
policies  and  objectives,  some  attention  was  given  to  other  areas 
which  are  currently  much  in  the  public  eye  - the  proper  role  of 
the  students,  if  any,  in  administrative  decisions,  and  new 
emphases  in  both  curricular  and  extra  curricular  programming. 


In  general,  attitudes  toward  the  various  high  schools  seem 
favorable  (Tables  111-120).  Most  students  strongly  agree  or  agree 
that  a high  school  education  is  necessary  for  getting  a good 
job  (90%),  and  that  their  particular  school  is  adequately  pro- 
viding the  required  training  (71%). 


More  than  half  of  the  students,  on  the  other  hand,  agree  that 
there  are  not  enough  practical  courses  offered.  This  practical 
orientation  is  also  reflected  by  the  65%  who  feel  that  the  "main 
function  of  education  is  to  prepare  one  to  get  a good  job". 
However,  a good  education  is  considered  "worthwhile"  by  78%  in 
any  case,  even  if  it  does  not  lead  to  occupational  success. 


Apropos  of  recent  school  disturbances,  most  disagreeable  to  students 
seems  to  be  their  lack  of  influence  in  administrative  matters. 
Eighty-six  per  cent  feel  that  students  should  have  more  of  a voice 
in  how  their  school  is  run  and  only  31%  see  their  student  government 
as  very  strong. 
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In  terms  of  desirable  new  emphases  and  trends,  more  stress  on 
political  activities  is  endorsed  by  a majority  of  55%  and  the  con- 
cept of  Negro  courses  is  also  supported  by  63%  of  the  students. 


So  high  school  seems  to  be  giving  students  what  most  think  they 
need,  but  new  trends  in  courses  and  towards  greater  self-government 
may  well  be  greeted  with  enthusiasm  if  implemented. 


A recent  concern  of  students  and  especially  of  adults  has  been  the 
protest  activities,  sometimes  erupting  into  violence,  perpetrated 
on  many  college  campuses  and  in  some  high  schools. 


Should  grievances  arise,  a majority,  51%,  of  the  students  in  the 
present  study  say  they  would  inform  their  teachers  about  them  rather 
than  adopt  any  more  stringent  measures.  Twelve  per  cent  advocated 
occupying  the  principal's  office,  but  just  as  many  wrote  in  that 
they  would  take  the  matter  up  with  a higher  authority  - such  as  the 
local  Board  of  Education  or  the  Superintendent  of  Schools.  And  the 
concerted  action  recommended  by  8%  was  most  often  one  of  opinion 
gathering  among  the  students  themselves.  Only  2%  suggested  other, 
active  protest  measures  such  as  boycotts  or  strikes  (Table  121)*. 


If  property  is  destroyed  by  students  during  these  protest  activities 
it  is  the  feeling  of  95%  of  the  students  that  some  form  of  punishment 
is  in  order  and  probation  or  suspension  account  for  58%  of  the 
choices.  However,  21%  feel  expulsion  justified,  and  an  unsympathetic 
15%  think  the  students  should  be  jailed  (Table  122). 


All  in  all,  the  majority  of  students  seems  rather  traditional  con- 
cerning their  high  school  careers  and  permissible  student  activities, 
although  some  desire  is  apparent  for  involvement  in  administrative 
decisions  of  various  kinds. 


*0ne  school  would  not  grant  permission  to  ask  this  question  concerning 
alternative  protest  actions.  However,  the  absence,  or  other 
influences,  of  any  one  group's  responses  on  the  total  are  likely  to 
be  neg  1 i g i b 1 e . 
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GROUP  DIFFERENCES 


Group  differences  in  attitudes  toward  high  school  are  not 
particularly  striking.  Sex  differences  in  particular  are  few  and 
small,  and  grade  in  school  has  little  dramatic  effect  on  attitudes 
toward  high  school  in  our  sample.  However,  the  most  consistent 
changes  that  do  occur  from  sophomore  to  senior  reflect  an  increase 
in  evaluations  of  high  school  as  impractical  - from  49%  to  61%  - 
and  a decrease  in  the  number  saying  high  school  provides  needed 
training  - from  77 % to  64%  (Tables  123,  124).  No  meaningful 
differences  are  apparent  in  advocacy  of  protest  behavior  (Tables 
125,  126). 


Race  differences  are  somewhat  more  pronounced  (Tables  1 2 7 ~ 1 3 6 ) . 
Negroes,  for  example,  are  less  likely  to  believe  that  high  school 
must  be  finished  than  are  whites,  although  the  great  majority  of 
both  races  think  so. 


Also,  more  Negroes  (38%)  than  whites  (21%)  think  education  is  not 
worthwhile  unless  it  leads  to  a good  job. 


The  issue  that  most  divides  the  races  is  an  obvious  one  - the 
desirability  of  Negro  courses  in  high  school.  Nearly  every  black 
student  thinks  this  is  a good  idea  (96%)  while  only  60%  of  the 
whites  are  convinced. 


Blacks  tend  to  be  somewhat  more  forceful  in  their  positions  on 
correcting  high  school  conditions,  and  more  inclined  to  forgive 
those  who  destroy  property  in  the  heat  of  the  protest  (Tables  137, 
138). 


Youths  who  live  in  neighborhoods  which  they  perceive  as  all  Negro 
are  even  more  extreme  on  these  dimensions.  Forty-one  per  cent, 
for  example,  think  that  students  who  destroy  school  property  during 
protests  should  not  be  punished  at  all  (Table  139)- 


V. 


EMPLOYMENT,  EDUCATION  AND  FINANCES 


Since  our  society  bases  its  reward  structure  largely  on  occupa- 
tional status,  it  is  important  to  know  about  the  educational 
and  vocational  plans  of  our  young  people.  And  since  current 
finances  and  employment  can  be  important  in  determining  future 
course  as  well  as  present  life  style,  questions  were  addressed 
to  both  present  behavior  and  future  expectations. 


When  students  were  asked  whether  they  held  steady  jobs  during 
the  school  year,  30%  of  them  said  that  they  did.  Of  those  who 
work,  one-fifth  are  employed  fewer  than  10  hours  and  more  than 
half  fewer  than  20  hours  a week.  Only  twelve  per  cent  of  those 
who  held  jobs  (or  4%  of  all  students)  work  30  or  more  hours  per 
week  (Tables  1 40 , 141). 


Salary  naturally  increases  with  number  of  hours  worked  per  week. 
Of  all  students  who  work  steadily,  5&%  earn  $20.00  a week  or 
more  (Table  1 42) . 


Despite  the  substantial  proportion  who  work,  however,  one-half 
of  all  students  report  that  they  have  less  than  $5.00  to  spend 
per  week  on  things  they  wish  to  buy  for  themselves.  And  about 
80%  have  less  than  $10.00  to  spend  per  week.  Evidently 
affluence,  when  defined  in  terms  of  ready  spending  money,  is  not 
as  great  among  the  students  as  is  sometimes  imagined  (Table  143). 


Finances  during  adolescence  are  important  mainly  in  the  amount 
of  aid  or  hindrance  they  represent  to  future  expectations  and 
realizations  of  plans.  And  the  future  plans  of  these  students 
for  the  most  part  reflect  optimism,  at  least  insofar  as  education 
is  concerned.  Fifty-two  per  cent  of  the  sample  expect  to  go  to 
college,  and  an  additional  17%  expect  to  acquire  some  further 
education  other  than  college  courses  immediately  after  high 
school  (Table  144).  Some  unrealistic  expectations  may  be  involved 
here  since  considerably  less  than  half  of  all  high  school  students 
typically  enter  college  in  a given  year.  This  exaggeration  of 
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prospects  is  not  uncommon  among  adolescents  when  they  contemplate 
further  schooling  or  future  occupations. 


With  regard  to  future  employment,  it  is  often  stated  that  students 
view  the  world  of  work  with  a mixture  of  suspicion  and  apathy. 
Because  of  these  reports  , our  sample  was  asked  to  choose  one 
quality  which  they  would  most  like  to  encounter  in  their  first  job 
after  completing  their  education. 


The  most  popular  choice  (60%)  of  job  descriptions  was  "one  that  is 
highly  interesting  and  challenging"  as  opposed  to  those  offering 
high  pay,  security  and  steady  promotions.  Students  may  indeed  see 
many  kinds  of  jobs  in  the  real  world  as  dreary,  but  on  paper  at 
least  it  seems  that  initiative  and  ambition  have  not  necessarily 
been  lost  in  the  generation  gap  (Table  145). 


If  college  plans  are  somewhat  unduly  optimistic,  expectations  of 
starting  salary  on  first  job  are  rather  conservative.  Although 
52%  plan  to  go  to  college  the  modal  expected  income  is  $100.  - 
$149.  in  the  group  as  a whole,  and  even  among  those  who  say  they 
will  go  on  to  college  or  other  education.  Of  those  who  plan  to 
work  immediately  after  high  school,  about  half  expect  to  start 
lower,  at  $75-  _ $99 • per  week  (Tables  146,  147). 


GROUP  DIFFERENCES 


As  might  be  anticipated,  boys  and  girls  differ  considerably  in 
their  present  finances  and  future  expectations.  For  one  thing 
40%  of  the  boys  are  currently  working  steadily  and  only  20%  of 
the  girls.  Boys  also  frequently  work  longer  hours  to  earn 
commensurate  1 y larger  salaries.  And  although  both  sexes  often 
have  less  than  $5.00  to  spend  per  week,  this  is  more  true  of 
girls  (58%)  than  of  boys  (43%).  About  one  boy  in  five  reports 
a discretionary  income  of  $10.  - $19*  a week  - only  one  girl 
in  ten  can  spend  as  much  on  herself  (Table  148). 
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College  is  the  immediate  objective  of  56%  of  the  boys  and  only 
48%  of  the  girls.  However,  an  additional  22%  of  the  girls  com- 
pared to  13%  of  the  boys  plan  further  education  other  than 
college  courses.  Seven  per  cent  of  the  girls  have  no  real  plans. 
Of  those  that  do  almost  all  expect  to  work.  Among  the  remainder 
of  the  boys  6%  have  no  definite  plans  while  equal  proportions 
(13%)  anticipate  work  or  military  service. 


Expected  salary  levels  also  differ  for  males  and  females.  The 
girls  more  often  plan  to  earn  $75-  - $99-  per  week,  while  the 
boys  anticipate  salaries  in  the  $100.  - $149.  range  (Table  149). 
The  disparity  probably  has  less  to  do  with  the  rather  small 
educational  differential  than  with  conditioned  differences  in 
occupational  aspiration  levels  between  the  sexes.  Girls  are 
even  more  likely  than  boys  - 68%  to  53%  " to  reject  high  start- 
ing salary  in  favor  of  interest  and  challenge  on  their  first 
j obs  (Table  150). 


Year  in  high  school  also  has  a strong  effect  on  present  employ- 
ment and  finances  but  relatively  little  influence  on  future 
plans.  First,  there  is  a large  increase  in  the  number  of 
steadily  employed  students  from  sophomore  to  senior  year.  About 
twice  as  many  seniors  work  as  do  sophomores.  The  number  of 
hours  worked  also  increases  with  grade,  as  does  the  salary 
earned  (Tables  151,  152,  153)-  Although  money  available  to 
spend  on  desired  purchases  per  week  is  less  than  $5.00  for 
students  on  the  average,  this  holds  true  for  only  35%  of  the 
seniors  compared  to  61%  of  the  sophomores  (Table  154). 


In  terms  of  plans  after  high  school,  students  do  not  differ  to 
any  great  extent  according  to  grade.  Very  tentatively,  seniors 
appear  somewhat  less  interested  in  challenge  and  more  interested 
in  money  than  underclassmen  but  the  differences  are  quite  small 
(Tables  659,  660,  661). 


Also,  slightly  fewer  seniors  expect  to  go  to  college  so  that 
forces  compelling  more  realistic  choices  for  some  may  be  appear- 
ing at  this  late  stage  of  their  high  school  careers  (Tables  155, 
156,  157). 
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Racial  differences  are  surprisingly  small  regarding  present  and 
future  employment.  Whites  and  Negroes  tend  to  be  employed  at  the 
same  rate,  although  Negro  students  sometimes  work  a little  harder 
and  make  a little  more  money  (Tables  158,  159,  loO). 


Given  the  present  differential  in  percentage  of  Negroes  and  whites 
entering  college,  the  plans  of  the  present  Negro  sample  may  be 
encouraging  or  quite  possibly  unrealistic.  Forty-nine  per  cent  of 
black  students  (compared  to  52%  of  whites)  say  they  expect  to  go 
to  college  after  finishing  high  school  (Table  1 6 1 ) . 


Neither  is  there  any  large  difference  in  expected  starting  salary 
for  these  Negro  students  - they,  like  whites,  anticipate  a modal 
starting  salary  of  $100.  - $149-  a week  on  their  first  jobs 
(Table  162).  More  interest  is  expressed  in  high  pay  and  steady 
promotions  by  black  students,  and  less  in  challenge  - but  the 
latter  is  still  chosen  by  46%  of  the  Negroes  as  the  most  important 
job  characteristic  (Table  163). 


So  despite  the  relative  discontent  of  Negro  students  with  many 
policies,  practices  and  institutions  at  national  and  local  levels, 
their  responses  to  questions  about  the  future  are  as  optimistic 
as  those  of  the  whites.  Whether  that  optimism  is  justified 
remains  to  be  seen  - it  is  not  likely  to  be  in  the  immediate 
future.  It  should  also  be  noted  that  the  future  does  not  look 
so  bright. among  those  who  live  in  all  Negro  neighborhoods.  Fewer 
of  these  students  think  finishing  high  school  is  necessary  and 
many  fewer  (27%)  look  forward  to  college  (Table  164).  To  make 
an  obvious  but  possibly  instructive  comparison,  among  Jewish 
students  more  than  95%  expect  to  go  to  college  (Table  165). 
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ATTITUDES  TOWARD  FEDERAL  AND  STATE  GOVERNMENT 


VI  . 


One  of  the  traditional  privileges  of  youth  has  been  enjoyment 
of  the  role  of  social  critic,  unrestrained  by  responsibility 
or  sympathy  for  the  plight  of  the  older  generation. 


Recently,  however,  adult  tolerance  of  this  adolescent  avoca- 
tion has  been  diminishing  in  the  wake  of  active  student 
protests  over  national  and  international  events.  Also  looked 
upon  with  alarm  have  been  the  passive  protests  which  seem  to 
be  reflected  in  grooming,  dress  and  attempts  at  withdrawal 
from  society  through  drugs  and  general  apathy.  Once  again  it 
is  not  clear  whether  these  attitudes  and  behaviors  are 
characteri st i cs  of  only  a small  minority  or,  as  it  often  seems, 
virtually  universal.  At  this  time  it  should  be  of  interest  to 
various  governmental  agencies  at  all  levels  to  learn  the 
incidence  among  young  people  of  favorable  and  unfavorable 
attitudes  toward  them  and  their  policies.  In  this  section, 
therefore,  opinions  are  reported  on  a variety  of  federal  and 
state  governmental  practices  and  conditions. 


In  general,  students  in  our  sample  have  a fairly  high  regard 
for  the  federal  government  and  its  policies  (Tables  166-171)- 
For  example,  89%  think  American  democracy  is  the  best  form  of 
government  in  the  world  today  and  61%  feel  that  most  United 
States  government  officials  are  honest  and  responsible.  There 
are  some  relatively  sore  points,  however,  on  foreign  policy. 
About  two-thirds  of  the  students  think  we  should  be  tougher 
toward  the  communist  countries  than  we  are  now  and  82%  do  not 
feel  that  the  United  States  is  doing  all  it  can  to  bring  about 
permanent  peace  in  the  world.  Somewhat  surpr i s i ngl y , if  public 
advocacy  of  the  point  of  view  is  considered,  immediate  with- 
drawal of  troops  from  Vietnam  is  seen  as  a good  move  by  only 
about  one-third  of  the  students.  For  the  most  part 
nationalistic  sentiments  seem  to  characterize  opinions  in 
these  areas. 
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In  terms  of  conditions  here  at  home,  most  feel  (58%)  that  the 
government  is  not  spending  enough  on  anti-poverty  campaigns, 
although  some  students'  post-questionnaire  comments  indicated 
that  they  did  not  feel  knowledgeable  on  domestic  issues. 


The  state  fares  rather  better  than  the  country  as  a whole 
(Tables  172-180).  Eighty  per  cent  of  the  students  endorse 
Pennsylvania  as  a modern  progressive  state.  It  is  seen  as  a 
good  place  to  grow  up  and  work  in,  with  opportunity  to  enjoy 
good  recreational  facilities. 


Pennsylvania  officials  also  get  slightly  more  approval  from  the 
students  than  do  United  States  officials  - 6A%  think  they  are 
honest  and  responsible.  The  state  is  judged  somewhat  less 
kindly  in  its  treatment  of  welfare  recipients,  education  and 
opportunities  for  Negroes.  About  half  of  the  students  feel  not 
enough  money  is  being  spent  on  welfare  and  other  anti-poverty 
efforts  or  on  education.  In  addition,  while  a majority  (59%) 
feel  that  there  are  enough  good  job  opportunities  for  Negroes 
in  Pennsylvania,  only  A3%  think  that  Negroes  can  easily  find 
good  housing  in  the  state. 


Once  again  the  students  represent  themselves  as  a possibly 
concerned,  but  hardly  radical,  group.  However,  this  is  not  to 
imply  that  there  are  no  radicals  or  that  their  influence  will 
not  continue  to  be  felt.  Indeed,  on  every  question  reported 
here,  a small  but  not  necessarily  powerless  minority,  adopted 
positions  strongly  opposed  to  those  of  the  majority. 


Included  in  this  q Jes t i onna i re  were  three  questions  calling  for 
specific  information  rather  than  for  opinions  or  se 1 f-descr i p- 
tions.  In  order  to  test  superficially  for  political  and  civic 
conern,  students  were  asked  to  select  the  names  of  the  Governor 
of  Pennsylvania  and  the  two  State  Senators.  Governor  Shafer  was 
identified  by  a solid  87%  of  the  sample.  Senior  Senator  Scott 
fared  relatively  poorly  with  38%  recognition,  while  Senator 
Schweiker's  recent  election  undoubtedly  contributed  to  his 
identification  by  Al%  of  the  students  (Tables  1 8 1 , 182,  1 8 3 ) -

GROUP  DIFFERENCES 


There  are  few  notable  differences  between  boys  and  girls  in 
attitudes  toward  national  and  state  government.  The  greatest 
difference  occurs  on  the  Vietnam  issue,  with  40%  of  the  girls 
encouraging  immediate  withdrawal  and  only  30%  of  the  boys 
(Table  184).  In  terms  of  political  or  civic  knowledge,  more 
boys  than  girls  were  able  to  identify  the  three  political 
leaders  (Tables  185,  186,  187). 


Some  interesting  effects  are  evident,  if  data  is  examined 
separately  for  the  three  school  classes  (Tables  188-202).  In 
general,  sophomores  and  juniors  tend  to  be  much  alike  in  their 
endorsement  of  both  federal  and  state  governments.  Seniors, 
on  the  other  hand,  are  less  positive  in  almost  all  their 
evaluations,  although  the  decrements  in  opinion  are  not  large. 
Internationally,  for  example,  12th  graders  are  more  in  favor 
of  withdrawing  from  Vietnam  and  toughening  our  foreign  policy 
towards  communist  countries,  and  less  likely  to  think  the 
United  Staes  is  doing  all  it  can  to  bring  about  permanent 
peace.  In  addition,  United  States  officials  are  less  often 
judged  honest  by  seniors  than  by  underclassmen.  The  same  is 
true  for  Pennsylvania  officials,  and  the  state  also  receives 
fewer  votes  from  12th  graders  as  a modern,  progressive 
environment  in  which  to  grow  up,  live  and  work.  But  Negro 
housing  and  job  opportunities  are  seen  as  somewhat  better  by 
the  seniors  than  they  are  by  the  sophomores  and  juniors. 


One  interesting  and  rather  puzzling  note  was  that  while  the 
seniors  more  frequently  succeeded  in  identifying  the  State 
Senators,  Governor  Shafer  was  best  identified  by  the  juniors 
(Tables  203~205) • Perhaps  this  is  a reflection  of  currency  of 
course  work  in  social  affairs  or  civics. 


On  the  issues  concerning  basic  United  States  and  state  practices 
as  on  many  previously  discussed  topics,  most  profound  divisions 
occur  between  black  and  white  students.  In  almost  all  instances 
the  differences  exceed  10%  and  on  8 of  the  15  questions  the 
races  are  separated  by  20%  or  more  (Tables  206-220).  These 
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differences  are  consistent  and  would  seem  to  be  descriptive  of 
the  less  favorable  views  that  the  Negro  students  in  our  sample 
hold  of  their  country  and  state.  Naturally  enough,  especially 
large  race  differences  occur  on  the  subject  of  Negro  oppor- 
tunities and  welfare  and  education  provisions  within  the  state. 
Negroes  are  also  much  less  likely  to  think  that  Pennsylvania  is 
a good  state  in  which  to  grow  up.  On  the  national  level, 
Vietnam  is  a major  source  of  dissent,  as  is  the  superiority  of 
American  democracy  in  general. 


The  Negro  students  also  exhibit  their  relative  political 
disaffection  in  their  much  more  frequent  failure  to  recall  the 
names  of  the  three  state  officials  about  whom  they  were 
questioned.  For  example,  only  70%  identified  the  Governor 
correctly,  compared  to  88%  of  the  white  students  who  did  so 
(Tables  221-223).

VII.  STUDENT  COMMENTS 


A fairly  even  mixture  of  favorable  and  unfavorable  comments 
resulted  from  our  survey.  Nineteen  per  cent  of  the  students 
addressed  some  positive  remarks  to  us  while  another  17%  were 
essentially  negative.  Some  comments  were  mixed,  or  neither 
favorable  or  unfavorable,  while  about  half  of  the  sample 
said  nothing  at  all  (Table  22b). 


Of  course,  the  total  figures  do  not  tell  the  story  completely, 
but  the  diversity  of  remarks  seems  to  defy  any  but  fairly 
general  categorizations. 


It  should  be  pointed  out  that  comments  were  often  addressed 
to  objectives  rather  than  to  substance.  Some  students 
welcomed  the  opportunity  to  ventilate  their  views  and  expressed 
satisfaction  that  the  state  was  interested  in  their  opinions. 
Others,  however,  were  not  convinced  that  the  survey  would  have 
any  practical  outcomes  at  all. 


Both  praise  and  criticism  were  given  the  objective  format  and 
topics  covered.  Specific  questions  were  sometimes  seen  as  too 
limited  in  choices,  or  as  calling  for  information  not  possessed 
by  the  students.  And  omissions  such  as  the  voting  age  question 
were  sometimes  noted. 


Group  differences  among  the  authors  of  the  statements  are 
perhaps  more  worthy  of  note.  The  groups  which  throughout  the 
questionnaire  demonstrated  relative  isolation  and  dissatis- 
faction with  practices  and  institutions  - males,  seniors  and 
Negroes  - were  also  least  likely  to  comment  postively.
